Colon, Dec. 8.—A rumor bs in circu- 


lation here to the effect «hat 3.000 
soldiers have left Cartagena for the 
purpose of invading the isthmus. No 
details are known and the rumor can 
not be confirmed at present., it prob- 
ably had its source in Port Limon, 
Coeta Rica, uhere it was brought by 
steamer from Cartagena. 
The only 


possible means of approaching Pan- 
ama is by narrow and difficult moun- 
tain passes. 


Washington. Dec. 8.—In connection 


•with the rumors from Colon of the de- 
parture of Colombian soldiers for the 
lithmus of Panama it is stated »hat 
the cruiser Atlanta had been ordered 
to the Gulf of Darien. 


The cruiser's position will enable 


her commander to keep in close touch 
with developments in the Colombian 
situation originating in and about the 
vicinity of Cartagena, 
from 
which

Naval offi- 


cials decline to say whether the dis- 
patch of the Atlanta to the Gulf of 
Darien is the result of any intima- 
tions of warlike operations 
on the 


part of Colombia: they content them- 
selves with expressing the opinion 
that it will be impossible for Colom- 
bian troops to march overland to Co- 
lon or Panama because of the 1mpas- 
aabiiity of the country to be trav- 
ersed. Nevertheless the departure o£ 
the vessel is regarded as significant 
** indicating the intention of the ofll- I 
cials of the United States to be on the j 
alert.
